@ distiller, of Owensboro, Ky.. against the 
firm of Paris. Alien & Co.. of New York 
eitv. According to the facts brought out, 
in 1889 Fields entered into a contract with 
Paris. Allen & (tv. to furnish them with 
the output of his distillery for a term of 
Paris. Allen & Co. as- 
signed the contract to another firm, and 
Fields declined to ship goods without 
a gnarantee of payment. This was not 
forthcoming, it is alleged, and suit was 
brought by Fields to recover on the con- 
tract.

Child Labor Act Signed by 
Governor Heyward 


Is Compromise Measure, but Gives 
General Satisfaction—Child La- 
bor Prohibited on Graded 
Scale—Education Bill 
Is Supported. 


Columbia, 8. C., February 19.—(Specia}.) 
The child labor bill has been signed by 
the governor. It is not so sweeping a 
measure as the labor organizations asked 
but the compromise seems satisfac- 
tory to them. From May 1, this year, no 
child under the age of eleven shall be 
employed in any factory or textile estab- 


for, 


lishment. 

From May 1, 194, children under eleven 
years old shall be excluded from the 
mills, and from May 1, 1905, those under 
twelve vears old cannot be employed in 
factories. 


From May }, of this year, no child un-. 


der twelve shall work in factories between 
the hours of 7 p. m. and 7 a. m. 

The cxceptions to the operations of this 
law is in the cases of children, of a wid- 
owed mother of a totallty disabled 
father, dependent on their own labor for 
support, and erphaned children dependent 
on themselves for support may be per- 
mitted to work in mills when under 
twelve years old. 
ent or guardian .must make sworn affi- 
davit ta the facts, and this must be in- 
dorsed by the mill superintendent wh» 
must be satisfiedd of its truth. The miil 
Officials who employs a child contrary to 
the provisions of this act is subject to a 
fine of from $10 to $0 or imprisonment 
for thirty days in each case. The same 
penalty attaches to the parent or guar- 
dian who makes false representation as 
to the age'of. the child. 

Children under. twelve years of age and 
not dependent upon the support of wid- 
owed mothers or crippled fathers may 
work in mills during the months of 
June, July and August on presentation of 
a teacher's certificate that they can read 
and write and that they have attended 
school for, at least, four months in the 
preceding year. This last exception is in- 
tended to let the children whoa have been 
at school and are advenced in their stud- 
aid in support of the family. during 
the summer and so relieve the children 
who have been doing steady work all 
during the year. 

The compulsory educational bill that 
was introduced as a compromise measure 
to the child labor bill was defeated in the 
house of repreg%entatives by the narrow 
margin of four votes.

Editor Constitution: If,the south had 
shewn any opposition to the Hanna ex- 
slay® pension bill there would have been 
a strong apparent effort on the part of 
the republicans. to pass it.

About the time the old negroes were 
made ex-slayes, there were hundreds of 
thousands ‘ex-masters also. made. All 
that a great many people of ‘the south 
had was in negro property. If a slave 


owner got in debt and he had to raise | 


money, he would 
and everything else 
would his negroes. Thus it was, at the 
close of the war, thousands of planta- 
tions and farms were mortgaged for all 
trey were worth, the negroes alone be- 
ing unencumbered. Now, when the land 
went for debt, and the negroes were 
freed, the. former owner and masier 
was left as completely in poverty as his 
ex-slaves. 

It is not necessary, I suppose, to state 
that our negroes had cost us geod money 
and a& great deal of hard toil. With the 
first money I ever made I bought a 
negro woman and her two children from 
Dr. W. H. Felton, near Cartersville. 
When the war closed I owned an even 
dozen negroes—worth, I suppose, about 
$10,000. Now, while the republicans are 
feeling good and have got everything 
their own way, I think it would be a 
good idea for them to pension the good 
old negroes and pay their good old 
masters what this property was worth 
when it was destroyed. It may be a 
little cruel for me to do so, but I must 
remind the republicans nearly all of 
whom live in the northern and eastern 
states, that we bopght from them (or 
our grandfathers did) their negroes be- 
fore they got to be abolitfonists, and they 
would have been. owning and working 
slaves today if it had been profitable in 
their climate.

I think their old masters and 
owners should be paid for them.

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IN THE NAME OF JOSEPHINE 


Story of a Remarkable Philanthro- 


pist of New Orleans. 

Louisville Courter-Journal:: There died 
tne other day in New Orleans a man who 
was in some respects the most notable 
character in that city, Alexander C. 
Hutchinson, president of Morgan's Louis- 
iana and Texas Railroad and Steamship 
Company. Fie was one of the most suc- 
cessful captains of industry in the south, 

He was generally regarded as a cold, 
austere, and even parsimonious man, and 
vet it turns out that there was no man 
1 heart was fuller 
of sympathy for his fellows, of sentiment, 
of jove for the beautiful, and whose 
hand was more generous in charity. In- 
deed, in the extent of his giving he 
seems to have been the first of the city’s 
philanthropists. What most distinguished 
his philanthropy was his systematic ef- 
fort to repel those who applied to him 
for charity and immediately cause a 
quiet: investigation of their cases. if 


| they were found to be deserving of aid it 
| was promptly and generously given them, 
‘but secretly and 
' that of “Josephine.”

He was passionately fond of flowers, 


‘and embowered his home in them. He 
was devoted to art, his residence being ' 


filled with the rarest pictures, statues 
and books, while his taste for music made 
him the leading spirit in maintaining 
French opera in New Orleags. 

The death of his beloved wife, who had 
shared his tastes, left him desolate, ex- 
cept for the comfort he found in alleviat- 
ing want in her name. 


So live, dear friend, all through your life,

It was thus he lived. 

The Picayune says that ‘“‘he would send 
a message of cheer and help into some 
darkened home, and the recipient knew 
not whence it came. No one ever suspect- 
ed him. How could they? He was s0 
gruff,.so stolid, so determined to keep up 
the appearance of snow and sleet lying 
above his heart of gold. If you would 
have barely hinted that it was A. C, 
Hutchinson who was finding out the hid- 
den sorrow of tear-laden hearts and 
seeking to alleviate them, no one would 
have believed you.” 

For many years no one knew who “Ja- 
sephine’ was, in wnose name so much 
good was being done. According to The 
Picayune: 

‘In the name of Josephine I send these 
gifts.” That was the way the legend ran 
for many and many a day, coming like a 
flash of sunlight into an alley and gar- 
ret, into an asylum and orphanage, into 
the homes for the sorrowful outcast, and 
everywhere bringing new life, new pur- 
pose. Wita this simple, rough scrap of 
paper came offerings of coal, of groceries, 
of wood, of clothing, of monéy—substan- 
tial gifts that lifted the clouds at the 
darkest moment. ‘In the name of Jo- 
sepaine;’’ that was all, and nothing more. 
¢ * * And so, after a while, people 
began to ask: ‘‘Who is Josephine, whose 
the memory that is so dear that such 
roval deeds are done in her name, such 
unexpected blesings fall across the path- 
ways of the miserable and forsaken?” ‘ 

A little over a year ago the city was 
taken by surprise that a generous friend 
‘aad donated the sum of $60,000 to 
charity hospital of this city for the erec- 
tion of a home for the training school 
for nurses. One day last November 
Tae Marine oJurnal of New York pub- 
lished an article saying that it had leaked 
out that A. C. Hutchinson wag the giver 
of tae beautiful home. Then The Pica- 
yune published the story of “Josephine,” 
and it was the first real glimpse that the 
world had into the real character of Mr. 
Hutchinson. It was a story that was 
copied far and wide, and seemed in its 
entirety more like an echo fro mthe ages 
of fa'th and charity than a living, breata- 
ing product of this prosaic age. 

“In the name of Josephine” this rich 
and powerful man left a_ nobler monu- 
ment among his people than the great 
transportation system which he _ had 
builded up, and he made a better dispo- 
sition of nis fortune than if he had hoard- 
ed it to be fought over by relatives, di- 
visees and lawyers.

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| LONDON NEWS AND VIEWS. 


Special Correspondence. 

ondon, February 7.—It really looks 
as if tne prince cf Wales might go over 
to America with Lord Roberts. and the 
rest of the delegation from the hon- 
orable artillery company, in response to 
the invitation from the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery company, of Boston. The 
king, who is the colonel of the English 
bedy, has received strong representations 
from influentia] members of the company 
on behalf of the plan, and it is known 
that on somefaccounts he would like to 
have a suitable opportunity to send the 
prince to America, as a sort of testi- 
monial of friendship for the country, not 
to mention the advantage of offsetting 
Prince Henry’s visit, and of undoing 
some of the political. damage done here 
by the unpopular alltance with Ger- 
many in the Venezuelan business for 
which, rightly or wrongly, the king was 
thought to be somewhat personally re- 
sponsible, owing to *the guile of his 
nephew, William II, and the timidity of 
the Balfour government in calling his 
majesty’s attention to the fact that pol- 
itics were outside of his province. At any 
rate, I have the authority of a states- 
man who stands close to the king for 
saying that his majesty’s personal feef- 
ing toward the United States is partic- 


a Chance to show it. 

Officials of the Honorable Artillery com- 
pany are averse to making any predic- 
tions as to the result of the representa- 
tions made to his’ majesty, but it is 
intimated privately that the prospects 
are favorable. If he goes, the prince

The delegation for America is likely to 
be the largest and most influential that 
has ever gone on a similar mission, con- 
sisting of at least sixty members. Among 
those who have already signified an in- 
tention of going are Major Budworth, 
the adjutant of the company; Lord Den- 
bigh,” Viscount Colville, Colonel Boyle, 
Lord Woodhouse and Lord Bingham. 
With the exeepticn of the commander in 
chief, each member will pay his own ex- 
penses, and as the trip will extend over 
a fortnight, it is calculated that the in- 
dividual cost wii] not fall far short of 
2,000 for each man. This, of course, 
means that only the wealthiest members 
of the corps can join the party. The 
original intention was to make the visit 
extend over a month and take in all the 
leading military depots in the states, but 
Lord Roberts urged that he could not re- 
main in America more than a fortnight. 
It is possible, however, that some mem- 
bers of the party may remain unofficial- 
ly after the main body returns, 

The Boston company will be invited to 
pay a return visit to Lendon next year, 
when arrangements will be made for a 
brilliant reception. 

Lord Roberts has a habit of carrying 
about with him con his travels many of 
the curious mementoes which he has 
collected during his military exploits, and 
it is most likely his American friends 
will have an opportunity of seeing the 
latest of these—Cronje’s flag of truce 
at Paardesberg. It is a piece of white 
linen that is one of the most cherished 
of his collection. 


It seems that it took a lot of urging 
to capture Lord Roberts, who at first 
protested that he was getting too old to 
expose himseif to the fatigues of a long 
journey. He was approached from va- 
rious influential quarters, including the 
duke of Marlborovgh, of whom the com- 
mander in chief is rather fond, but it 
was only when Mr. Choate tackled him 
on the subject that he formally made 
up his mind. It was pointed out to him 
that: Lord Kitchener once expressed the 
opinion that the American army was 
the best trained and most efficient in the 
world, and this stimulated his curiosity. 

The Vanderbilts and various other 
fashionable people having family ties 
with England hope to entertain Lord 
Roberts during his stay in America, but 
it is not yet certain whetaer he will ac- 
cept any invitations beyond those ex- 
tended to him by military officials, as 
the fatigues of the South African cam- 
paign have left their mar on the veteran 
soldier and he now suffers from an Irrita- 
bility of temper that renders him at times 
not a very desirable companion. He 
knows this, and he prefers to avoid social! 
functions that are not absolutely part of 
his military duties. He will try during 
nis stay in America to visit the best 
military depots, and if he can agree with 
Lord Kitchener’s views on the subject of 
American military proficiency it is most 
likely that some part of the American 
system may be introduced into the traip- 
ing of the English army. 


There is some disagreément over the 
desirability of American fire fighting ap- 
pliances between the London county 
council, which controls the fire depart- 
ment, and tae haughty borough known as 
the city, which thinks it could manage 
its own fires better than the county coun- 
cil does. The county council insists on 
maintaining that it is the finest organiza- 
tion of its kind in the world. The city 
authorities think otherwise, and after the 
Gisastroug fire in Queen Victoria street, 
in whica ten persons lost their lives just 
because no ladders were available for a 
greater height than five stories set out to 
collect evidence to show they were right.

fire brigade, threatened to resign. And

| gation have returned and have reported 


that the most efficient service in their 
experience is the Amerjcan, so the cor- 
poration will again recommend to the 
London county council] that the introduc 
tion of the American appliances ig an 
imperative necessity, If the county coun- 
cil again hesitates to adopt the recom- 
mendation the city authorities will ap- 
peal to insurance companies to refuse in- 
syurances on buildings in the city of Lon- 
don, so the public attention may be di- 
rected to the action of the London county 
council in neglecting to make proper pro- 
vision against fire. 


Some members of the Moseley commis- 
sion have been representing to the Lon- 
don county council that the American 
system is inferior in every respect, and 
this is likely to influence the council] in 
its decision. A member of the city’s com- 
mittee of investigation said to the writer, 
‘aowever: ‘There is no question about the 
superiority of the American appliances. 
They surpass anything I have seen in 
Paris, Berlin, Vienna, St. Petersburg and 
Madrid, and the organization of the men 
itself is something to be admired. ue 
statement by these Moseley commission- 
ers that the American brigade is much 
slower than ours is the mere expression 
of a disordered imagination. Every man 
of them sympathizes wita the radical 
element that dominates the London eounty 
council, and it is not likely they wii] 
criticise its shortcomings. If the insur- 
ance companies support us the London 
fire brigade must be reorganized and the 
American system, if not in whole, in a 
great part will be introduced, no mat- 
ter what Captain Wells or any other man 
says.”

In order to do this for the Fourth 
Ward League it was necessary for the 
street railway company to take up its 
tracks on Boulevard and Jackson street 
from Auburn avente to Edgewood ave- 
nue and make a loop with its cars out 
Auburn avenue to Boulevard, Boulevard 
to Highland avenue, Highland avenue to 
Jackson street, Jackson street to Auburn 
avenue and along that street to the city.
